The CHancetior of the ExcHEeQuenr rece to explain the 
grounds on which this vote was proposed, [t was obvions, 
he said, that the war with America, aud The keeping up of a 
considerable hody of troops on the Continent, reqhired the 
maintenance of a large military force; and Government, on 
the mest mature deliberation, thought that that force would 
best he rendered disposable by keeping embodied a part of the 
militia. 

Mr, WaritBreaAp.-centended, that the keeping op of a part 
of the Militia was any thing bat a deliberate measure oo the 
part of Government. The truth was, as facts showed, that it 
wasa sudden thought on their part; for the Bedfordshire and 
the Oxfordshire Militias were actually arrested when on their 
match to be disembodied. The whole spirit of the Militia 
System had been broken down (not, indeed, the spirit of the 
men or the officers) ever since the Volunteering Act of 1799. 

The grant was then put and carried, 

Lord PALMERSTON moved a grant of 55,0004. for the main- 
tenagce of Vuludteer Corps in Great Britato and Lreland, for a 
space of 182 days, commencing with the 15th ef December. 
He said the estimate for Eagland was reduced from 50,0001. to 
30,0001., and that for Ireland to 25,0004, The redaction from 
last year was still more-considerable, when 120,0002, had heen 
voted for the vblunteer service in. Englund alone, This he cov- 
ceived to be a species of force the most constitutiogal in its na- 
ture, the cheapest, aod the least Jiable jo objection, . 


Mr. J. P. Grant said he had expressed mo jealousy of the 
Volunteer Corps, but great jealousy of the management of the 
ubtic money, which the present Ministers squandered on all 
Eade with greater and more lavish profusion than any Admini- 
straion with which this countey was ever cursed, (4 laugh). 
He would repeat it, their profusion was a curse in the present 
state of our finances, which was by far the most serious diliculty 
with whieh the country had to grapple. 

Mr. Wnirerean said, that it was surprising that, in the 
midst of a profulund peace with the Contineot, it was thonght 
necessary to keep up an armed police .in the country, Such 
things never had been before.
